HEAD COACH 
MIKE HICKEY 


Mike is entering his eleventh season at Sir George/Con- 
cordia including the last eight as coach of the Concordia 
women’s basketball team. During that tenure his teams 
have amassed a 208-123 won-lost record and five trips 
to the C.I.A.U. National Championships. He began his 
university coaching career when he took over the reins 
of the Sir George Williams Georgians in 1973, directing 
them to a 56-18 record including back-to-back trips to the 
Nationals in a two-year stint. With the merger of Loyola 
and Sir George in the spring of 1975, Mike assumed the 
role of women’s coach of Concordia. Coach Hickey has 
been named twice as Quebec University Athletic Associa- 
tion “Coach of the Year’’. However, his coaching career 
has not been limited to Concordia. Mike has been involv- 
ed with the Canadian National program beginning in 1976, 
when he became the first coach of the Canadian Junior 
National Women’s team.

CONCORDIA CONVERSE CLASSIC 
TOURNAMENT HISTORY 


The Concordia Converse Classic has come a long 
way since Pat Boland initiated the first Loyola Women’s 
Invitational Basketball Tournament in 1972. The tourney 
has witnessed many changes over the years, the expan- 
sion from four to eight teams, the merger of Loyola and 
Sir George to form Concordia, and a constant influx of 
talented players and teams. One thing, however, has re- 
mained constant in its eleven year history, the Converse 
Classic offers the finest in women’s basketball. For ex- 
ample, in seven of the eleven years, the eventual Cana- 
dian National Champion has appeared in the tournament, 
yet has won the tourney title just three times. The list of 
the tournament champions and all-stars is a virtual ‘‘who’s 
who”’ in women’s basketball in Canada and the United 
States. 


With the defending National Champion Bishop’s Lady 
Gaiters and four other nationally ranked teams competing, 
the 12th edition of the Classic indeed looks promising. 


Dalhousie won the first invitational, defeating the 
Waterloo Athenas 61-47 in the final game. The Tigeret- 
tes’ Joan Selig was named Most Valuable Player and join- 
ed team-mates Rose Johnston and Helika Hudiffsky on 
the All-Star team. 


Queen’s College of New York City breezed through 
the 1973 tourney, winning their three games by a total of 
76 points. Debbie “The Pearl’ Mason’s 51 points and her 
ball-handling wizardry won her the MVP selection. 


1975 was the Year of Laurentian, as Norm Vickery’s 
Vees shocked Queen’s 46-41, then made easy work of 
Winnipeg and Lakehead. Loyola’s Liz Silcott was the Tour- 
nament’s Outstanding Player, netting 63 points, while 
Winnipeg’s Chris Critelli established the tournament scor- 
ing record with 71 points. 


Southern Connecticut became the second American 
champion six years ago, defeating Laurentian 59-54 
behind their powerful center and tournament MVP Mar- 
nie Dacko. Dacko is now assistant coach for the St. John’s 
Express. Outstanding individual performances were turn- 
ed in by Nancy Knowlton of St. Mary’s, who scored 69 
points in two losing efforts, and Kim Hansen, whose 56 
point three-game effort placed her on the All-Star team 
for the second consecutive year, along with Laurentian’s 
Anne Hurley and Kathy Jennings. 


The 1976 tourney was perhaps the most competitive 
and exciting to date with 14 members of the Canadian Na- 
tional teams in action and three of the eight teams com- 
peting, later advancing to the Nationals, including the na- 
tional champion Laurentian Vees. Concordia, sparked by 
the outstanding performances of Liz Silcott, Sylvia 
Sweeney and Elaine Betchinski upended the Vees 72-67 
in a close, exciting final before a SR crowd. 


The following season appeared to be a rematch of 
1975 as Southern Connecticut and Laurentian once again 
locked horns in the final, only this time Vickery’s squad 
upended the Owls 60-54 behind Critelli and Jan Trombly. 
However, the most exciting game of the tourney occur- 
red in the semi-finals when Laurentian defeated U.N.B. 
in double overtime. 


Laurentian, behind the M.V.P. performance of Sylvia 
Sweeney captured their third title in 1978, as they defeated 
a strong Southern Connecticut team in the finals. 
Sweeney established a new tournament scoring record 
with 80 points in three games. Bishop’s Debbie Huband, 
Cathy Clarkson of Guelph, Jody Rajucla and Joan Van 
Ness of Southern Connecticut were named to the All-Star 
team. 


The 1979 Tournament saw the emergence of 
Bishop’s as a Canadian power as they swept past U.N.B., 
Southern Connecticut and Dalhousie to their first tourney 
title. Concordia had their best outing since the 1976 
tourney as they captured the Consolation championship 
by edging U.N.B . in overtime. National team member 
Debbie Huband was selected as the M.V.P. while Anne 
Lindsay and Carol Rosenthal of Dalhousie, Linda Mac- 
Pherson and Joann Bourque of Concordia, Clarkson of 
Guelph and Dian Beauchamp of Southern Connecticut 
were named to the All-Star squad. 


The Bishop’s Gaiters became the first team to win 
back-to-back titles as they downed St. John’s University 
in an action packed final. Bishop’s Sue Hylland and An- 
drea Blackwell joined St. John’s Debbie Beckford and Rita 
Haywood and Joanna MacLean of U.N.B. Joann Bourque 
scored 78 points as she sparked Concordia to a third place 
finish. 


The Providence Friars won three close exciting 
games against McGill, Bishop’s and St. John’s to captured 
the 1981 tournament. The Providence duo of MVP Kerry 
Phayre and All-Star Kathy Finn paced the Friar victories. 
St. John’s Kelly Camp and Debbie Beckford, Lynn Polson 
of Bishop’s and Laurentian’s Barbara Tucker were also 
named to the All-Star squad. 


Last year was the Year of the Express, as St. John’s 
head coach, Don Perrelli captured his first Classic Cham- 
pionship after four years as runners up. 


Most Valuable Player Debbie Beckford paced St. 
John’s to victories over McGill and Laurentian. Joann 
Bourque, Barb Tucker, Lynn Polson, U.N.B.’s Sue 
McMaster and Beth Cochran of Winnipeg, were named 
to the All-Star team 
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for cool nights.
